REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

During a telephonic interview with the Examiner on April 27, 2007, the Examiner 
explained to Applicants that pending Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-8 and 10-20 define allowable subject 
matter and would be allowed subject to Applicants filing a terminal disclaimer which 
overcomes any provisional double patenting rejection of Claims 1,3,4, 6-8 and 10-20. In the 
telephonic interview, Applicants agreed to file the requested terminal disclaimer and the 
Examiner agreed to allow Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-8 and 10-20 upon receipt of the requested 
terminal disclaimer. 

In response to the Examiner's request, Apphcants have filed herewith, a terminal 
disclaimer which overcomes the provisional double patenting rejection of Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-8 
and 10-20. Apphcants respectfully request reconsideration of the apphcation in view of 
Applicants compUance with the Examiner's request and believe that the double patenting 
rejections are overcome.
